WE HAVE LOST OUR SUSPICIONS.' 


A matter of 20 years ago, "big business" was 


the bogey-man of American life. No politician, 
seeking popular, support, dared do anything but 
promise to battle "the interests" to his last gasp. 
The average man was deeply suspicious of in- 
dustrial giants — and with good reason. 


Today that suspicion has vanished. We look 


complacently on our billion-dollar corporations, 
and cheer whenever a new one is formed. 


Edward A. Filene, well known Boston mer- 


chant, puts his finger on the reason for this 
changed attitude in an article in the May issue 
of the Atlantic Monthly. 
He points out that 


modern business, under mass production meth- 
ods, is actually forced to be altruistic, for the sim- 
ple reason that the biggest profits lie in paying 
high wages and selling at low prices. 


"In the past," he remarks, "the purpose of- 


big business, was, too often, to create a monopoly 
to increase piVes. Today big business has as its 
aim the lowering of costs and prices through 
large-volume sales and production. 


"There is a sound business reason. Scientific 


moss producers soon discovered that goods must 
be sold as well as manufactured. It would be 
foolish, for instance, to make a million automo- 
biles of two million pairs of shoes if you were 
going to charge $25,000 for each automobile and 
$50 for each pair of shoes. 


"Now business recognizes that the consumer, 


not the manufacturer, sets the selling price. Un- 
der the old industrial system factories produc- 
ed only the limited number of articles they 
thought they could sell. Then, generally, they 
computed their costs, added their profits and so 
established a selling price, and as a, rujg .the low- 
er the price is set, the larger the market and the 
greater the total profits of-big business." 


AN AMAZING VERDICT. 


Ons of the amazing things that has happen- 


ed in American courts in recent years is the con- 
viction in the federal court of New York, of Mrs 
Mary Ware Dennett on a charge of sending ob- 
scene matter through the mails. 


Consider, for a moment, the facts in this 


case. 


Mrs. Dennett is a grandmother — a woman 


of culture and standing. Some time ago, desiring 
to explain the facts of life to her two -sons, she 
wrote a little pamphlet, setting fefore them the 
truth about sex in %-clear, intelligent manner. 


The boys — now grown men — read it, and 


apparently were unharmed, to say the 
least. 


Then, some time later, Mrs. Dennett showed what 
she had written to the editor 'of a responsible 
medical journal. He felt that it was one of the 
best things of its kind he had ever seen, and up- 
on his urging it was printed in pamphlet form. 


Authorities of the Y. M. C. A. next saw the 


pamphlet, and were so impressed by it that they 
distributed more than 25,000 copies to the ado- 
lescent boys who look to them for guidance. The 
United States Public Health Service, the New 
York State Health /Department, the American 
Social Hygiene Association and similar organiza- 
tions praised the pamphlet strongly. Ministers, 
doctors, teachers and librarians commended it 
without stint. Various church organizations dis- 
tributed it. 


Then Mrs. Dennett mailed a copy to a 


woman in Virginia — and was arrested and 
brought to trial for it. And now, astoundingly 
enough, a jury has convicted her — and she 
stands liable to a heavy fine and years in prison, 
just as if she had been a burlesque-show hanger- 
on who had sent a flock of smutty French post- 
cards through the mails. 


The thing is a disgrace to the whole nation. 


We can only hope that the higher courts will 
speedily reverse the conviction.

Never-serve a cream soup and 


a vegetable "with dream sauce at 
the same dinner. 


Never serve tomatoes twice at 


the same meal—thus if you have 
tomato soup do not have fried to- 
matoes or tomato salad. 


Never serve' two fried dishes at 


the same meal. 
.Do not .serve soup at the same 
meal with stew. 


Do not serve a fruit cocktail as 


the first course arid fresh fruit 
as the dessert of the same meal. 


Serve only one "tranparent" 


food at the same meal. That is, if 
you serve clear soup, do not serve 
a clear gelatine dessert, if you 
serve tomato jelly salad do not 
serve a water ice for dessert.
